Pendleton County 
Board of Education 
honored 


Job description revision 
approved by 4 over 1 vote

Student representatives from each 
of the four Pendleton County schools 
paid tribute to the Pendleton County 
Board of Education on the evening of 
January 28, 2014. Honorary gifts 
were presented to the board members 
from the students. The president and 
vice president (Hannah Fields and 
Abby Bex) of the PCHS Student 
Council spoke to the gathering and 
expressed their appreciation for the 
hard work and dedication of the 
school board. The students and the 
board posed for a group portrait to 
commemorate the occasion. 

Superintendent Anthony Strong 
recommended that the job description 
for the director of buildings and 
grounds (created October 17, 2013 
and replacing the maintenance super¬ 
visor) be revised to reflect the require¬ 
ment of having a four-year degree. 
This recommendation reduced the 
district’s cost of retirement benefits 
by 23.59%. The reduction in cost is a 
result of positions in school district 
requiring a four-year degree are eli¬ 
gible for Kentucky Teachers Retire¬ 
ment System (KTRS). The district’s 
expense is less with KTRS. Board 
member Shawn Nordhein agreed that 
the shift would cost the school district 
less, but it would cost state taxpayers 
more. $17,000 more, she said, to 
begin with and this cost would 
increase year after year. Strong stated 
during the meeting that the end result 
of this change would decrease the 
district’s cost and that was his reason 
for recommending the change to the 
board. Board member Dr. William 
Verax said that if an individual had a 
four year college degree the school 
system should expect a high quality 
of service. The issue was discussed at 
length before a motion to revise the 
position was made by Dr. Verax. 
Then, board member Tony Spence 
gave the motion a second. Tony Spen¬ 
ce, Daryl Mullins, William Verax and 
Mark Ross voted (yes) while Shawn 
Nordheim voted (no). Thus, the 
motion passed by a vote of four over 
one. 

The Northern Elementary Site 
Based Council updated Superinten¬ 
dent Strong and the Pendleton County 
School Board regarding 2013 test 
scores and explained how they 
planned to improve those scores and 
better prepare the student body for 
middle school, high school, college,

More 
often than not, if she did not 
react in this manner, in two or 
three days, she would either be 
dead or her tail would begin to 
rot off. This method was short 
lived. 

Another procedure that was 
adhered to was how mothers 
were advised to rest and stay in 
bed for at least a week, and 
sometimes more, after she had 
given birth to a child. This 
opinion was accepted that if 
the mother did not rest for an 
extended period, she was 
exposing herself to all sorts of 
misfortune. 

I will never forget the first 
time I saw a mother break this 
rule. It was not long after this 
incident that doctors began 
changing the theory. 

My family and I had gone 
to help another family fill silo. 
Those readers who have experi¬ 
enced silo filling know some of 
the features of the day’s task. It 
begins with many friends and 


neighbors coming to a desig¬ 
nated farm and hauling the cut 
corn to a silo, where the corn is 
run through a cutter and stored 
in the tall structure for winter 
feed. The labor is strenuous but 
one of the most looked forward 
to parts of the day was the deli¬ 
cious and abundant meal that 
was spread at noon. It was also 
a time to visit with people with 
whom one had not seen for 
some time. 

The family that we had 
gone to help was composed of 
the father, mother, and eleven 
children, who ranged in age 
from two to fourteen. It seemed 
as if every year brought, not 
only a good corn crop, but also 
a new family member. Fertility 
was present everywhere. Even 
their old coon hound had lit¬ 
ters of seven or eight every 
spring. What was still very 
standard about the situation 
was that the mother looked as 
if number twelve would arrive 
at any time. 

All the ladies who had 
come to help with the meal 
that day knew of the woman’s 
condition, but since she was 
always in the “family way,” no 
one paid any special attention 
to her. Other than appearing a 
little awkward and tired, the 
lady was taking her place as 
leader in the kitchen in prepar¬ 
ing for the noon meal with not 
so much as a complaint. 

When eleven o’clock came, 
the visiting ladies missed their 
hostess, but were not alarmed 
and assumed that she had gone 
to the bedroom to lie down. As 
always, the husband and the 
other hands appeared at noon 
for dinner. All had washed 
their hands and had taken their 
places around the table, when 
the mother finally appeared 
from a side bedroom She 
looked a little frail, but was 
smiling. The other ladies 
noticed the difference immedi¬ 
ately, but I was not so obser¬ 
vant. She walked rather slowly 
to her husband and gently 
placed her hands on his shoul¬ 
ders. Her comment was, 
‘Honey, come in the bedroom, 
I have something to show you.” 

He walked into the room 
without much excitement and 
mumbled, “My, she is a pretty 
little thing.” He turned around, 
returned to the kitchen, sat 
down, and asked someone to 
pass the fried chicken. 

The mother had given 
birth to a daughter without 
assistance, and her duty as 
hostess for the silo filling could 
not be neglected. She returned 
to the kitchen and began refill¬ 
ing the glasses with iced tea. 

The only other comment I 
remember hearing that day 
from the rest of the family was 
from the two older daughters, 
who began arguing about who 
was going to have to do the 
supper dishes since their moth¬ 
er would be busy with the baby. 


Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly 



One of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges in today’s connected 
world is making sure that our 
personal information remains 
safe. 

It is becoming an increas¬ 
ingly difficult task, as we have 
seen in recent credit-card 
breaches at companies like Tar¬ 
get. 

The Kentucky House of 
Representatives is working with 
the state auditor’s office to 
make sure that this kind of 
problem - whether criminal or 
accidental - is less likely to hap¬ 
pen among our state and local 
government agencies. 

House Bill 3, which passed 
the House unanimously on 
Thursday, would do that by 
calling on the Commonwealth 
Office of Technology and the 
Department for Local Govern¬ 
ment to provide more training 
and guidance, while agencies 
would be given incentives to 
take additional cybersecurity 
measures. 

If personal information is 
improperly released, however, 
the bill makes sure that those 
affected are aware of what has 
occurred. This would have to 
include notifying national con¬ 
sumer credit reporting agencies 
if the breach is large enough. 

Kentucky is one of just four 
states that does not require this 
type of warning by our govern¬ 
ments. That’s something that 
needs to change, hopefully 
with this legislation. 

In other action last week, 
the Kentucky House spent 
much of its time voting on bills 
designed to help our schools in 
various ways. 

House Bill 154, for exam¬ 
ple, would make our school 
district finances more transpar¬ 
ent while streamlining the 


training requirements for 
school board members and 
superintendents. 

If this becomes law, school 
districts would have to post 
financial information online 
each month and have their 
annual financial statements 
reviewed by the Kentucky 
Department of Education. 
The department would also set 
guidelines for new school dis¬ 
trict finance officers to meet 
before being employed. 

As for the annual in-service 
training, this bill would make 
sure that the subjects covered 
include ethics and school 
finances. 

Student health was the 
focus of another bill to make it 
through the House early last 
week. In this case, trained 
school personnel would be 
allowed to administer insulin 
to students with diabetes. Cur¬ 
rently, only health professionals 
can perform this function, 
meaning that parents often 
have to travel to school when 
nurses are not available. 

Although not tied to legis¬ 
lation, the General Assembly 
did take time last week to rec¬ 
ognize several important 
groups who came to the Capi¬ 
tol. Tuesday was Arts Day in 
Kentucky, giving legislators an 
opportunity to hear from a 
variety of artists. Last Wednes¬ 
day, we welcomed the United 
874K Coalition, which for 
more than a decade now has 
rallied in support of improved 
services for the 874,000 Ken¬ 
tuckians who have a disability. 


On Thursday, representa¬ 
tives of many of our non-profit 
organizations came by. Col¬ 
lectively, they are one of Ken¬ 
tucky’s largest industries, 
employing one in nine workers. 
I was proud to be honored with 
a plaque from the Kentucky 
Nonprofit Network for spon¬ 
soring House Bill 141 last year. 
This legislation, which was 
included in another law, pro¬ 
vides tax credits for farmers 
who give their excess produce 
to food banks. 

Outside of Kentucky, but 
very important to our farmers, 
it appears that Congress is on 
the verge of adopting a five- 
year Farm Bill after about two 
years of debate. 

If this becomes law, it 
would strengthen crop insur¬ 
ance and repeal or consolidate 
nearly 100 programs overseen 
by the USDA. 

Once this legislation is law, 
the House Agriculture and 
Small Business Committee I 
chair will take a closer look at 
what effect it will have on Ken¬ 
tucky farmers. That includes a 
provision moving us a step 
closer to becoming one of the 
first states allowed to grow 
industrial hemp, an action 
made possible in part by the 
law the General Assembly 
approved last year.

The problem of violence in the USA 


The newspapers and newscasts 
in the Tampa area blazoned the 
news in early January: “Man 
killed in Theater While Tex¬ 
ting!” The story unfolded: Chad 
Oulson, 43, was with his wife, 
33, waiting for the movie to 
begin in Wesley Chapel which is 
just off 1-75, about 15 minutes 
south of Brooksville, where we 
reside during the winter. Oulson 
got into an argument with Cur¬ 
tis Reeves, 71, a decorated 
retired Tampa police officer who 
was sitting behind the Oulsons, 
because Oulson was texting dur¬ 
ing the previews. 

The sequence of events is a 
bit unclear, but Oulson said, 
“Mind your own business, Old 
Man!” And Reeves went to find 
the manager. When he returned 
without the manager, Oulson 
ridiculed Reeves, causing the 
argument to escalate. Oulson 
supposedly threw a bag of pop¬ 
corn at Reeves who drew a fire¬ 
arm and shot Oulson once in the 
chest, killing him. 

People in the area were 
aghast because Reeves was a 
well-respected citizen; the issue 
seemed trivial; and they were in 
a theater, normally a safe place 
for family entertainment. 

Some have said that the use 
of I-phones with their many 
apps causes addictive, antisocial 
behavior. And, I-phones are 
ubiquitous: in doctor’s offices, 
supermarkets, schools, restau¬ 
rants, family reunions, automo¬ 
biles. You name it; they are 
there. Even in churches. And 
funerals! I have even seen a pre¬ 
siding officer text why conduct¬ 
ing a meeting. Many places, 
including the theater mentioned 
above, have a rule posted for 
patrons to turn off cell phones. 

I must admit that I am irri¬ 
tated when I am talking to 
someone and he or she pulls an 
I-phone to check a text message 
or an app or whatever. But I can 
not conceive of me shooting 
someone over this annoyance. 

There are those that say our 
government cannot protect us; 


therefore, I will protect myself 
and my family. According to Joe 
Henderson, there are over a mil¬ 
lion Floridians who have permits 
to carry concealed weapons. Just 
because we never know when we 
will run into a situation like the 
one in the movie theater above. 

Another case in point: When 
we arrived in Florida on January 
3, the newscasts were filled with 
the story of a road rage in Penn¬ 
sylvania/Maryland. A lone 
motorist called 911 to say that 
he was being pursued by an 
aggressive motorist who per¬ 
ceived that he had been cut off 
and was angry. The conversation 
is then terminated as the angry 
motorist, then bumped the call¬ 
er off the road, gets out of his car 
and goes to where the motorist is 
stuck in a snow drift. He shoots 
and kills him. He then goes back 
to his car and drives away. Police 
were still looking for the killer. 

Just about a year ago Adam 
Lanza gunned down 20 first 
graders and six adults in Sandy 
Hook Elementary in Connecti¬ 
cut. On the eve of this anniver¬ 
sary, Karl Pierson, 18, opened 
fire in a Colorado High School, 
shooting and injuring a student 
before killing himself Anecdot¬ 
al, some may say, but in one year 
since Sandy Hook, there have 
been 28 school shootings. 

But there is more to this 
violence than just guns. We have 
random acts of violence toward 
defenseless old persons such as 
the Knock Out and Smack’em 
Clubs and gang warfare and bul¬ 
lying. Some of this can be 
blamed on video games, but I 
suggest that much of our prob¬ 
lems with violence in our society 
has it genesis in what sociologists 
call anomie. This is the condi¬ 
tion of frustration and anxiety 
that is fomented when old 
norms and customs are aban¬ 
doned when there is a dramatic 
upheaval in society like when we 
had the industrial revolution 
and persons flocked to the city 
from rural countryside. Now, it’s 
the Information Revolution! 


What can we do to protect 
ourselves and our families from 
this upsurge of violence? 

• Avoid conflict, like in the 
theater. Let those in authority 
handle tense situations. It is not 
cowardice to turn away from a 
fight. 

• Drive defensively on the 
highway. Be courteous. It is 
amazing how courtesy breeds 
courtesy. 

• Return authority to princi¬ 
pals to maintain order and disci¬ 
pline in our public schools. Pass 
a law that gives them impunity 
from lawsuits except in egre¬ 
gious situations. 

• Ask our president to shame 
the conduct of youth who sucker 
punch our elderly. Most of the 
perpetrators are young punks 
who want to elevate in the eyes 
of their peer group. 

Why not ban handguns? 
Would this curb violence? Ban¬ 
ning guns is a political issue and 
many in the USA do not trust 
the motives of politicians who 
propose stringent control of 
weapons, citing what happened 
in Germany during Hitler’s 
regime. And, many cite our con¬ 
stitution which gives the rights 
to citizens to bear arms. Polls 
show that this issue will not 
likely be changed in the foresee¬ 
able future in our nation. 

Guns don’t kill; people kill, 
and if one wants to kill, there are 
lots of other ways in addition to 
guns. Vehicles kill several thou¬ 
sand on our highways each year; 
I do not see anyone wanting to 
ban vehicles. 

One issue that makes more 
sense than banning hand guns is 
a mental health dragnet to keep 
mentally unbalanced persons 
from having access to firearms! 
Even then, it would take a long 
time to be effective. There is no 
easy answer to this issue! 

Probably the only answer to 
this problem of violence is: 
LOVE YOUR NEIGBOR AS 
YOURSELF. It’s in the 

Bible.you know, that old 

book we use to read and heed! 


Important matters of health and efficiency 



Last week the Northern 
Kentucky Chamber and the 
2014 Northern Kentucky 
Leadership Class visited here in 
Frankfort. I enjoyed speaking 
to these guests and as well as 
hearing their thoughts and 
comments on issues we are fac¬ 
ing in Northern Kentucky. 

Living in the northern 
region of the state, the frequent 
winter weather events that 
many of us have been facing 
has definitely taken a toll on 
our communities. The begin¬ 
ning of February brought us 
snow and ice, creating hazard¬ 
ous conditions on the roads, 
power outages and school clos¬ 
ings. 

As someone who drives 
everyday to Frankfort, I am 
thankful to the many people 
who work at all hours of the 
night to try and treat our roads, 
restore power and put them¬ 
selves in harm’s way for the 
many of us who depend on 
these systems to conduct our 
daily lives. I also know the fis¬ 
cal impact on cities and coun¬ 
ties is great during these events 
and this winter has been relent¬ 
less as we have been hit with 
below freezing temperatures, 
high winds, snow and ice. 

In the Senate we have been 
working to save money in our 
state budget and how we oper¬ 
ate state government by passing 
legislation that will increase 
efficiency and save funds. 

Senate Bill 58 is a measure 
aligned with these goals. The 


bill creates a constitutional 
amendment that, if passed, will 
abolish the office of State Trea¬ 
surer. The fiscal impact of Sen¬ 
ate Bill 58 is a savings of 2 
million in the first year and 
$750,000 in subsequent years. 
The current treasurer is not 
affected since his term ends 
before this law would take 
effect. 

The duties of the office 
would be absorbed by the 
Finance Cabinet and other 
agencies as needed. While there 
was debate on this measure, 
with arguments for the impor¬ 
tance of the office of State 
Treasurer, because we are in 
extraordinary times we need to 
work smarter. 

Another key piece of legis¬ 
lation for our caucus that 
passed was Senate Bill 1. As I’ve 
mentioned before, the bill pro¬ 
poses a constitutional amend¬ 
ment preserving the checks and 
balances that are essential to 
co-equal branches of govern¬ 
ment. The measure will con¬ 
firm the right of the legislature 
to void any regulations pro¬ 
mulgated by the Executive 
branch, at any time. Regula¬ 
tions are the “how to’s” that are 
supposed to carry out the laws 
that are passed by the legisla¬ 
ture. Unfortunately, the Execu¬ 
tive branch has been doing its 
own law making rather than 
leaving it to the Legislative 
branch. This flies in the face of 
the constitution and is danger¬ 
ous to democracy. SB1 will 


restore this delicate balance. 

Just last week, the governor 
proposed a tax reform model 
that heavily relies on tax 
increases on goods and services. 
While the reform makes cuts 
for some businesses including 
the bourbon industry and 
horse racing, the revenue rais¬ 
ing items pick winners and 
losers. I would like to see a less 
piecemeal approach that would 
keep and help attract new 
businesses so that everybody 
wins. 

Other legislation that 
passed this week included Sen¬ 
ate Bill 8, a piece of legislation 
that requires an ultra-sound 
prior to an abortion ensuring 
truly informed consent. 

Senate Bill 87 also passed. 
The bill gives more options to 
Kentucky’s hard working stu¬ 
dents by opening new opportu¬ 
nities to use the Kentucky Edu¬ 
cational Excellence Scholarship 
(KEES) money that they earn 
in high school. At the heart of 
the bill is job-creation, permit¬ 
ting high school students to 
take dual credit classes using 
earned KEES money and gain 
up to six credit hours toward a 
college degree, or toward an 
Industry-recognized program 
offering a certificate or licen¬ 
sure in a skilled trade. Both of 
these bills now move to the 
House.

State looks at conserving salt supplies Sam Arnold files for family court judge 

More than 300,000 tons of salt used to date 


A robust winter season 
and more precipitation 
expected in the coming weeks 
has Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet (KYTC) officials 
looking for ways to conserve 
salt as deliveries slow and 
materials run in short supply. 

With less than 150,000 
tons of salt on hand and deliv¬ 
ery becoming increasingly dif¬ 
ficult, KYTC engineers are 
implementing strategies to 
stretch the remaining supply. 
When conditions permit, 
crews will rely more on plow¬ 
ing and less on treatment with 
salt and other materials. 

“We like to be aggressive 
about clearing our roadways,” 
Kentucky Transportation Sec¬ 
retary Mike Hancock said. 
“But we also must be careful 
in our planning and judicious 
in our use of salt and other 
materials to ensure we don’t 
run out.” 

On average, the cabinet 
uses 200,000 to 250,000 tons 
of salt a year. To date this 
winter, KYTC crews have 
spread more than 300,000 
tons. With most of the coun¬ 
try experiencing an unusually 
harsh winter, shipments of 
salt have slowed and new sup¬ 
plies are hard to find. 

Salt reserves across Ken¬ 


tucky are dwindling. Even the 
state’s largest reserve, at the 
Louisville Mega Cavern, has 
been deeply tapped. 

KYTC began this winter 
with a 60,000-ton emergency 
reserve inside the Mega Cav¬ 
ern. As of today, the reserve is 
down to 26,000 tons and the 
12 districts of the Depart¬ 
ment of Highways collectively 
have requested 18,000 tons of 
the reserve with which to 
replenish their supplies. 

The salt shortage also 
means the state is unable to 
fill all requests it receives from 
county and municipal govern¬ 
ments for additional salt. 
KYTC’s top priority and obli¬ 
gation is to the state highway 
system. Routes are assigned 
priorities, based on traffic vol¬ 
ume. 

“A” routes, which are the 
highest priority, include inter¬ 
states, parkways, many four- 
lane roads and other highly 
traveled principal arterials. 
“B” routes, which would be 
next in line for treatment, are 
less heavily traveled U.S. 
routes. “C” routes, the last to 
be treated, are mainly local 
and rural routes with low traf¬ 
fic volumes. (To see the prior¬ 
ity routes in your county log 
on to: http ^/transportation.

While crews work to keep 
roads clear and safe, drivers 
are asked to adopt safe driving 
habits: 

• Exercise greater caution 
when driving. Slow down. 

• Give a wide berth to 
snow plows and other heavy 
highway equipment. 

• Eliminate distractions 
while behind the wheel. 

• Beware of ice as temper¬ 
atures fall and roadways 
refreeze. A mechanical break¬ 
down is especially dangerous 
in bitter cold. 

• Keep a blanket, flash 
light and emergency supply 
kit in your vehicle. 

• Stay in the vehicle if you 
become stranded. Help will 
come.

Sam Arnold filed his peti¬ 
tion with the Kentucky Secre¬ 
tary of State seeking the posi¬ 
tion of Circuit Court Family 
Judge for the 18th judicial 
District which includes Har¬ 
rison, Pendleton, Nicholas 
and Robertson counties. 

A family court judge has 
jurisdiction over divorces, 
child custody, visitation, 
adoption, domestic violence, 
child dependency, neglect 
and abuse proceedings. 

Arnold says, “People 
appearing in family court are 
experiencing stressful and dif¬ 
ficult times. They are entitled 
to compassion and under¬ 
standing. They want due pro¬ 
cess without protracted or 
unnecessary proceedings. 
They are anxious to have 
timely decisions and a resolu¬ 
tion to their conflicts as many 
are in search of a new begin¬ 
ning or a healing family.” 

Since opening his law 
office in Cynthiana in 1972,

The Kentucky State Police 
is warning cell phone users to 
be aware of a new scam called 
“The One-Ring Scam.” Better 
Business Bureaus (BBB) across 
the country are seeing a rash of 
reports of ‘ring and runs’ on 
cell phones where returning a 
missed call from an unknown 
number may cost you. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. 
Michael Webb says scammers 
profit from individuals who 
are curious enough to return 
that missed call. 

“A computer program 
originating outside the U.S. 
dials American customers and 
lets the phone ring one or two 


times before hanging up,” says 
Webb. “This is enough time to 
register on a phone’s missed- 
calls screen, but typically not 
enough time for a user to actu¬ 
ally answer.” 

“Many people who receive 
a missed call will return the 
call and that is when their 
account is charged approxi¬ 
mately $20 for the call and $9 
for every additional minute.” 

BBB experts say this is 
called phone cramming,’ 
when automated dialers send 
out thousands of calls to ran¬ 
dom numbers. Most of the 
area codes are from the Carib¬ 
bean Islands, but BBB says 


there is no way for them to 
really know where the calls are 
coming from. 

Webb advises citizens to 
refrain from returning calls 
they do not recognize. 

“We are encouraging peo¬ 
ple to review their cell phone 
statements and contact their 
cellular carrier immediately if 
they notice unauthorized 
charges,” adds Webb. 

The following is a list of 
area codes the BBB said is con¬ 
nected with the scam: Domin¬ 
ican Republic - 809, 

Jamaica - 876, British Virgin 
Islands - 284, Grenada - 473, 
Aruba - 297, Antigua - 268. 


House passes HB 1 raising minimum wage 


House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo’s top legislative prior¬ 
ity, passing a bill raising Ken¬ 
tucky’s minimum wage, 
passed through the Kentucky 
House of Representatives last 
week with bipartisan support. 
Stumbo’s legislation, House 
Bill 1, raises the hourly wage 
of hard-working Kentuckians 
currently making the mini¬ 
mum wage. 

“I’m encouraged and 
happy to see my colleagues in 
the House, both Democrat 
and Republican, reaffirm that 
we are committed to the idea 
that folks who work to earn a 
living ought to make a living 
wage,” Stumbo said. “While 
this increase, less than a dollar 
an hour staggered over three 
years, might not sound like a 
lot to some, I truly belief it 
will have an enormous impact 
on the working men and 
women who are doing every¬ 
thing they can to keep their 
families going on minimum 
wage. We have asked them to 


stretch their dollars to the 
breaking point and I think 
what we have done today is 
the right thing.” 

Stumbo signaled he would 
move to increase Kentucky’s 
minimum wage shortly before 
the start of the 2014 Legisla¬ 
tive Session. Stumbo opted to 
make raising the state’s mini¬ 
mum wage his top legislative 
priority after reading a testi¬ 
monial in his hometown 
newspaper which spelled out 
how a full-time employee 
working 40 hours a week and 
52 weeks a year would only 
make $15,080 before paying 
their first dime of taxes. 

Under House Bill 1, Ken¬ 
tucky’s minimum wage would 
raise from $7.25, where it has 
stood since 2007, to $8.20 on 
July 1, 2014. It would raise 
again each year until the mini¬ 
mum wage is $10.10 in July of 
2016. This will help the esti¬ 
mated 400,000 working Ken¬ 
tuckians who make at or 
below minimum wage. Addi¬ 


tionally House Bill 1 will go a 
long way in securing the 
financial security of Ken¬ 
tucky’s children. According to 
a recent study by the Eco¬ 
nomic Policy Institute, 1 in 4 
Kentucky children live in a 
home where at least 1 parent 
earns the minimum wage. 

“Raising the minimum 
wage will have an immense 
effect on the working women 
in Kentucky trying to raise a 
family,” said Stumbo. “Bureau 
of Labor statistics show that a 
minimum wage worker in 
Kentucky is more than likely 
to be a woman, over the age of 
25 who has at least one child. 
That’s who needs this legisla¬ 
tion; that’s who deserves this 
legislation and who have wait¬ 
ed long enough for a boost in 
minimum wage. I’m happy to 
have my colleagues in the 
House play a part in offering 
hard working Kentuckians a 
chance to get ahead - I hope 
our friends in the Senate fol¬ 
low suit.”

With¬ 
out it, simple tasks such as 
taking a warm shower or 
fixing dinner can become 
challenging. As parents, 
caregivers and community 
members, we should make 
sure that the basic needs of 
children in our area are met. 
If their needs can no longer 
be met at home, seek help 
from family, friends and 
neighbors. Many commu¬ 
nity shelters also are open in 
several counties for those 
that need assistance. 

Children may experience 
a wide range of emotions 
during this time. As caring 
adults and parents, we want 
to help children cope with 
the effects of the winter 
storm. Children will deal 
with this event in their own 
ways. Some will want to talk 
about what has happened 
and even want to play while 
others may feel too upset or 
confused to talk. It is impor¬ 
tant that we are sensitive not 
only to their physical needs, 
but also emotional needs. 

During trying times, 
some of us may tend to 
focus on negative aspects 
and become overwhelmed 
by stress. It is important 
that we do not transfer these 
feelings to our children. 
Remember children con¬ 
stantly watch adults for 
guidance. If children see us 
as being stressed, it may also 
trigger stressful or sad feel¬ 
ings with them. Research 
has shown that children will 
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cope better with disasters if 
their parents cope well. If 
you are feeling too over¬ 
whelmed by the situation, 
now is the time to lean on 
your neighbors for support. 
Talk with them about your 
problems, but keep these 
adult conservations away 
from the eyes and ears of 
your children. This way you 
don’t have to “be strong” 
and hide your emotions 
from your children, and it 
will keep these emotions 
from transferring to your 
children. 

Remember that while 
you may be off your normal 
routine, so are your chil¬ 
dren. This can be very dif¬ 
ficult for some children to 
cope with, especially if they 
are in school. With many 
school and after-school 
activities being postponed 
for more than a week, your 
children could be missing 
the social interaction with 
their peers. Talk with your 
children if you believe they 
are feeling down. Remind 
them that while this a diffi¬ 
cult time, eventually every¬ 
thing will return to normal. 
Make time for your chil¬ 
dren. Something as simple 
as playing cards or board 
games with your children 
could help lift their spirits. 
This could be a good time 
to tell stories of past family 
events when everyone 
worked or played together. 
Singing favorite songs, shar¬ 
ing riddles, or playing 
counting games can help 
families have fun together 
and reduce stress. 

Your local Cooperative 
Extension Service is always 
available to help provide 
assistance in times of emer¬ 
gencies. From carbon mon¬ 
oxide safety to tree damage, 
county extension offices 
have winter weather emer¬ 
gency information available 
to help families make it 
through the aftermath of 
the ice storm. To learn more, 
contact the Pendleton 
County Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service. 


Documenting damage 
helps with disaster funds 


If you are a farmer or tree 
fruit producer and you sus¬ 
tained damage to your opera¬ 
tion from the recent ice storm, 
there are some steps you can 
take that will greatly help if 
any agricultural disaster funds 
are made available in the 
future. 

If your farm has sustained 
damage to fences, buildings 
and/or equipment, the first 
thing you should do is take 
photographs of the damage. 
Pictures will help you prove 
that a loss occurred even if you 
have to make immediate 
repairs. Also, document any 
purchased material and labor 
that was needed to repair the 
damaged items. 

If you are a livestock pro¬ 
ducer that had abnormal losses 
due to the ice storm, you may

be able to prove the loss with 
receipts acquired from the 
removal of the dead animal or 
with a signed statement from a 
non-relative witness. Report 
all livestock deaths to your 
local Farm Service Agency 
office. 

Keeping good records can 
go a long way in qualifying for 
agriculture disaster funds. 
Even if producers don’t qualify 
for assistance, if their county 
has been declared a disaster 
area, they may be able to claim 
some of their expenses on the 
next year’s income tax return. 
In that case, all loss-related 
expenses must be documented. 

Keep in mind, although 
these recommendations are 
designed to help, they will not 
guarantee your approval for 
assistance.
